But we must not leave unnoticed a certain 
possession of this ancient city of Aix-la- 
Chapellle, which in the eyes and hearts of the 
faithful transcends in value all else. Muscle 
and sinew may labour at lever and forge, 
with trowel and mining pickaxe, and buyin 
and selling oceupy all the busy hours, an 
wealth flow in to reward honest toil. Eight 
thousand valetudinarian tourists may annu- 
ally paase to seek new health ip these unfail. 
ing springs, paying from seventy-five cents 
to a dollar and a quarter a month for the 
privilege but what interest have such facts as 
these in comparison with that which clings 
to the priceless relics stowed and guarded 
with care in the crypts and recerses of this 
old cathedral. Only think of it. Here isa 
robe of the Virgin Mary, and the swaddling 
clothes of the infant Christ; here too the 
bloody cloth in which the body of John the 


Baptist was wrapped, and the linen girdle in | 


which our Lord was crucified. These are the 
holiest of holy things and once in seven years 
they are exhibited to the public free of charge. 
Last year was the last occasion. Sometimes 
over five hundred thousand people go to see 
the show. Then there are relics of slightly 
inferior sanctity ; not quite so overpowering. 
The skull of Charles the great and his leg 
bone, -his hunting horn-I confess I should 
like to have seen that and a lock of the 
Virgin’s hair and a bit of the true cross, which 
the great Emperor wore as amulets about Lis 
neck, Then there is a leathern girdle* of 
Christ's with the seal of the Emperor Con- 
stantine impressed npon it, and one of the 
nails used at the crucifixion, and the sponge 
that was filled with vinegar, and some blood 
and bones of St. Stephen aud a few vulgar 
fractions of Aaron's rod. Onthese last the 
Emperors of Germany swore their coronation 
oath. Why they should be less venerable 
than the others Í can't say; why the wood 
of the cross should be placed before the nail 
that was driven into it. Whether the fact 
that the four prinsipal relics were presented 
to Charlemagne by Harounal Raschid adds to 
their sanctity I know not, but these four are 


-bighly valned and are claimed to “lay over” 


any other relics in that part of the country. 


While I have personally no respect whatever 


for such things, I am not at all sure but 
that I should have a great deal if I believed 
in their genuineness.

` The Annual Meeting of the Ontario Branch 
of the Dominion Alliance for the total sup- 
pression of the liquor traffic will be held at 
Toronto, commencing on Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 18th, 1889.

Wheu he arrived at man's 
fart and Cee, al a, s amali 
arm. and a horse carriage, At the age 
of 23 he was a well-known gart ier, = 
gegen in the ocoupation of oerping 
persons through the crowded streets to 
and from places of amusement, Bosides his 
street work he frn qaently engaged to carry 
travelers to York, a distance of sixteen 
miles. In all this bezardous work he was 
aa trusty as any man with two eyes, and 
got into but few diffioalties from which he 
codid not easily extricate himself. He 
became a t hunter and followed the 
hounds with ss much pleasure and as surely 
as the most keen eyed hunter. Ho had his 
own horse, and oould tell the bayiag of his 
own hounds among hundreds, At the age 
of 40 he began the atudy of surveying and 
bridge. building. This not for idle pastime, 
but for profit, At ona dme he was the 
officlal surveyor of Yorkshire. Evon to this 
day there are dczena of monuments to John 
Metcalf in his native shire in the shape of 
elegant roadbeds and splendid bridges. At 
Huddersfield one of the finest and moat gab. 
stantial bridges is known to have con- 
stracted by him. What he could ‘have 
accomplished with organs of sight unim. 
paired we can only conjecture, 

John Gough, an Englishman by birth, 
bocame quite celebrated as a botanist and 
writer on subjects pertaining to natural 
Philosophy. He was totally blind from the 
age of 3 years, the sense of vision being so 
deadened that he could not perceive the 
glare of sunlight upon the snow on the 
brightest winter days. Disabled by this 
2 effi. ction he studied botany, his 
wife, brothers, and sisters doing his reading, 
and collected and arranged by the sense of 
touch alone and without the least aid from 
any living human beiag one of the largest 
and most valuable collections of dried herba 
and grasses at that time (1789) known in 
Britain. 

That wonderful invention, the string al: 
phabet for the blind, waa invented by a man 
who never saw his quesr-looking machine, 
the face of his mother, cr the “glad sun- 
light” of which he so feelingly wrote. 
David Macbeth was bliad from birth, yot a 
praa genius in a dozen different ways. 

e was an accomplished musician, a perfect 
prodigy in mathematica, and an inventor of 
no mean order of merit. Besides his string 
alphabet, he was the inventor of one of the 
earliest known revolving-barrel churns, of a 
clamp to used by book-binders in stitching 
leaves together, and of a self-oiling attach. 
ment for wagons and carriages. e could 
take his watch to pieces and put it together 
almost as quickly asthe man who made ip 
could have done, It wae without a orystal, 
and by gently touching the hands with the 
tips of his fingers he could tell wihtin ons 
second of the time of day or night. He was 
an expert at the national game of cricket,

To 
ba a sculptor it is generally supposed that 
one must have the “mechanic's eye” and 
the artist's taste and perspecuity. The lat- 
ter faculties Vidal has to an exceptional 
degree—even more acute, he believes, than 
if the former were not lost tə him forever. 
By slowly passing his hands over an object 
he notes ita external proportions, and 
imitates them im clay ina manner which 
strikes the beholder dumb with surprise, 
A dog, horse, human face, or anything alive 
or dead, he models with as much ease as 
any of the dozens of Parisian soulptora who 
still retain the faculty of sight. From 1835 
to 1875 Vidal received more medals than any 
other exhibitor of works in the Paris art 
of bis works, made in

We were just 138} miles from 
Brussels and had spent about six hours in the 
journey. Six pleasanter hours of sight-seeing 
from a train window, I never enjoyed ; one 
hundred and thirty-eight miles of such in- 
teresting and beautiful and varied scenery, 
where nature, art, religion, history, and 
romance all combine to enhance the enjoy- 
ment, it will be hard to surpass anywhere ; 
and I should like to traverse it once a year or 
so for the pext decade, till all the sights and 
scenes became thoroughly fixed in my 
memory. It's the saddest thing about a trip 
like this that one has to forget so much he 
would like to remember. Facts, figures, 
statistics and all that, one can jot down and 
recall, but the scenes that spread in rapid 
succession before his eyes can only very 
partially be treasured in his memory, and 
when they grow dim and fade there is no way 
to renew their brightness, but the rarely 
possible one of revisiting the place.

Archbishop Bruno took away the materials 
and with them built the church of St. Panta. 
leon. Charlemagne raised the place from a 
bishopric to an archbishopric and the first 
Archbishop, whose name was Hildebold, pre~ 
sented the Cathedral with a valuable library 
that still exists. The archbishops were made 
electors of the empire in the fourteenth 
2 but had already long claimed political 
as well as ecclesiastical power, and the 
struggles against municipal tyranny were hot 
and heavy and map Pra The nobles 
fought with the guilds and with each other ; 
the guilds quarrelled with the nobles ‘and 
with each other. But notwithstanding its 
brawls the city grew and rospered and was, 
at the end of the fifteenth century one of the 
richest and busiest cities in Germany.

There is plenty of 
room for work and plenty of work to do, but 
the article referred to puts the supply of 
religious services for “North Hastings in 
such a ridiculous light it is just as well to 
correct it for the benefit of those who don't 
know or who can only see things as reflected 
by their own isms.
